A BLUE plaque to mark 
the historical significance 
of the old shirt factory in 
Abbey Street, has been 
unveiled by the president 
of the Crewkerne Civic 
Society.

This is the 18th blue 
plaque, which Mr An¬ 
drew described as “the 
last and most signifi¬ 
cant”, and marks an im¬ 
portant part of 
Crewkerne’s industrial 
history as the home of the

Proud mum wins fight for budding 
pilots to follow their flying dreams

CREWKERNE mother 
Jane Desforges is celebrat¬ 
ing the launch of a degree 
backed flight training pro¬ 
gramme for would be pi¬ 
lots. 

Having re-mortgaged her 
home in 2010 to fund her 
son Oliver through his 
flight training, Ms De¬ 
forges, who works at No- 
vahomes in Chard, set up 
the campaign group Fair- 
plane. 

Apalled at what she 
called the “blatant discrim¬ 
ination” that allowed only 
those with money to train 
to fly planes, she set about 
creating Fairplane to lobby 
for funding for trainee pi¬ 
lots. 

Three years later after 
numerous meetings with 
various government minis¬ 
ters, and after getting the 
backing of Aviation Skills 
Partnership Limited, the 
Civil Aviation Authority, 
and various other industry 
bodies, there is now a de¬ 
gree backed trainee pilot 
scheme. 

Ms Deforges and her 
supporters are celebrating 
a victory after the launch 
of a higher apprenticeship 
scheme and student fund¬ 
ing for aspiring flyers. 

The campaigning mum 


said: “I was forced to ef¬ 
fectively give up the home 
I had worked so hard for 
so that my son could fol¬ 
low his dream. 

“Few people either could 
or would do this for their 
offspring, but it was a once 
in a lifetime chance and I 
am now the proudest 
mother in the world. 

“The first time I flew 
with Oliver as the pilot I 
was the only one blubbing 
as the plane went into the 
air. From now on trainee 
pilots can sit a degree 
course with normally 
funded student loans that 
are at very favourable rates 
and repaid from the pro¬ 
ceeds of work. 

“I am thrilled that our 
campaign has come good 
so that other families will 
be able to allow their off¬ 
spring to follow their 
dream without having to 
sacrifice the family home.” 

A first for the aviation in¬ 
dustry, the new level six 
Higher Apprenticeship in 
Professional Aviation Pilot 
Practice and innovative 
work-based skills frame¬ 
work, leading to a degree, 
was launched on April 
20th. 

With the practical ele¬ 
ments of the course deliv¬ 


ered by airlines and flight 
training organisations, and 
with detailed theoretical 
studies in the work place, 
HAPAPP Apprentices will 
graduate with a BSc 
(Hons) Professional Avia¬ 
tion Pilot Practice degree 
from Middlesex Univer¬ 
sity, and with a pilot’s li¬ 
cence, which fully meets 
all UK CAArequirements, 
while undergoing all of 
their training at a flight 


training organisation and 
airline. 

Skills Minister Matthew 
Hancock MP said: “Open¬ 
ing up a new route for 
young people to fulfil their 
dreams of qualifying as a 
pilot is further proof that 
apprenticeships are fast 
becoming the route to 
highly paid and coveted 
jobs. 

“It is our ambition to 
make it the norm for 


school leavers to either go 
to university or do an ap¬ 
prenticeship. Higher Ap¬ 
prenticeships like this are 
crucial to making that a re¬ 
ality.”

Special Horses for Special Chil¬ 
dren, Lilias Ahmeira, had a lot to 
thank the people of Crewkerne for when, 
together with the new chair of trustees 
Mark Hulland, she collected two cheques 
in the town. 

First came the Crewkerne Rotary Club, 
who invited Ms Ahmeira as their guest 
speaker at their regular luncheon meeting 
at the White Lion Carvery.

“In Somerset over three per cent of the 
school population have learning difficul¬ 
ties or autism, that doesn’t count the 
under-fives or those with other emotional 
difficulties or the over 16s. We estimate 
there are around 10,000 families just in 
Somerset who could benefit from this. We 
have started talking to the NHS commis¬ 
sioners in the county,who are at last think¬ 
ing about preventative measures; if we 
can prevent a family going into crisis, it 
saves them lots of money.” 

Birthday fund administrator Tony Bar¬ 
rett said: “I actually found that quite emo¬ 
tional and I can’t remember when we’ve 
been quite so engrossed for so long. That 
was excellent and sometimes you don’t 
know what’s on your own doorstep. I 
can’t think of anywhere better to give our 
birthday money to.” 

The second presentation of the day came 
thanks to the shoppers at Waitrose who 
voted for the charity during the month of 
February when Special Horses for Special 
Children was one of the three to benefit 
from the Community Matters scheme. 
Store department manager Doug Rogers 
presented the charity representatives with 
£302. 

Ms Ahmeira thanked the Waitrose asso¬ 
ciates who agreed to put the charity for¬ 
ward for the scheme and to all the 
customers who voted for them with their 
green tokens.

DONYATT Village Hall was packed last weekend as family 
and friends gathered to celebrate the life of local resident 
David Willis, born in 1933, who died earlier this year after 
a long period of illness. 

Tributes to the contribution David had made to local life 
were heartfelt and moving. 

What became quickly apparent during the afternoon was 
the wealth of talent that David possessed. He was a quiet but 
determined man, with an unconventional approach, and his 
involvement in local life had previously remained largely 
unsung. 

Described as “a man of many parts”, in addition to his abil¬ 
ities as both a singer and musician, he was a keen environ¬ 
mentalist, sailor, sportsman, gardener and renowned artist. 
He was also the founder of the annual duck race. 

A fellow artist referred to David as a prolific “old forger” 
for his paintings of forge scenes, but David was perhaps best 
known by the wider community for his handling of marine 
subjects and his ability to capture the many moods of the sea 
and the varied scenery of the South Coast of England. He 
exhibited regularly at the Royal Society of Marine Artists 
and owned a gallery in St Ives in addition to a studio in Som¬ 
erset. 

A key figure in writing the “Donyatt Story”, David also 
played a large part in developing the Donyatt Parish Plan, 
and from 2005 to 2009, he helped to lead a group of volun¬ 
teers to design a heritage project linking local villages along 
part of the Stop Line Way cycle route, gaining a Heritage 
Lottery Lund grant in 2008 for its refurbishment. 

Something of an “eco-warrior”, David worked tirelessly to 
secure much needed Make it Local funding for the recent re¬ 
furbishment of the Village Hall, saying: “We were able to 
make our village hall at Donyatt much more energy efficient, 
saving money and reducing our carbon footprint.” 

Lriend and local resident, Brian Harper, commented: 
“When in 1997 we were looking to start planning our Mille¬ 
nium celebrations, and improve the hall, which had become 
quite dilapidated, David was the answer to all our prayers.” 

In recognition of his valued contribution to the local com¬ 
munity, the new meeting room at Donyatt Village Hall was 
dedicated The David Willis Room by village hall committee 
member, David Warde, and unveiled by David’s wife, Paula.

Review by Anthony Pither 

FOR a number of years faces. The Consort re¬ 


now we have taken it for 
granted that the musi¬ 
cians Catherine Hodgson, 
the founder and director 
of Concerts in the West, 
invites to perform for us in 
Dorset, Somerset and 
Devon, are going to be 
first class - in their pres¬ 
entation, their ability to 
bring music alive and, ex¬ 
ceptionally, in having an 
impact on our lives. 

I can recall no other 
group that has so en¬ 
thused audiences, who 
came in numbers eager to 
hear Baroque music 
played on authentic in¬ 
struments than I have 
with Gavin Kibble's 
Baroque Ensemble, lanus 
Consort. 

Apart from a deviation 
into early Haydn, the con¬ 
cert concentrated on trio 
sonatas and solo works by 
Bach, Handel and Tele¬ 
mann. Instead of the 
more conventional harp¬ 
sichord we were fasci¬ 
nated by Jadran 
Duncomb's theorbo (or 
bass lute) providing the 
chordal basis of each 
work. The melodic lines 
were shared between 
Giulia Breschi's fluid 
recorder and one of two 
violinists over the four 
concerts, George Clifford 
and Kinga Ujszaszi. 
Gavin's cello playing was a 
marvel of clarity, alacrity 
and sensitivity. 

The opening number 
was the most serious 
piece of the concert, 
Bach's Trio Sonata in F 
major, a transcription of 
his C major organ trio. 
From then on there were 
smiles on the players' 


minded us, even with the 
occasional blemish or 
over-excited moment, 
that Baroque music is 
there to be shaped, 
rhythms to be exagger¬ 
ated and humour to be 
sought out. The physical- 
ity of their playing de¬ 
lighted the audience. 
From the sheer beauty of 
phrase in Handel's slower 
movements to reckless¬ 
ness in the breakneck 
speed of Telemann's fi¬ 
nales, this was a concert 
to relish.
